ITH this issue THE BLOOD-HORSE passes into 

the ownership of the American Thorough- 
bred Breeders Association. Formal transfer of 
the property was made, as of September 30, by 
Thomas B. Cromwell, untler whose able direction 
the magazine has been brought through fhe diffi- 
cult times of the past five years to its present 
state of excellence. In taking up the work where 
he leaves off, the new publishers wish to ac- 
knowledge the splendid work done by Mr. Crom- 
well in establishing and maintaining an organ 
which has been so persistent a force for the 
betterment of racing. 


Readers have asked many times already, What 
changes of policy are contemplated in connection 
with the transfer of ownership? The answer to 
that question is that THE BLOOD-HORSE was not 
purchased in order to make changes so much 
as to perpetuate the influence and the service 
which have made it invaluable to its subscribers. 
Mr. Cromwell, having gratified his desire to 
establish such a magazine, had expressed a wish 
to retire from its management. Hence the 
change to the present ownership. The American 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association has simply 
undertaken to carry on. The magazine will now 
be produced by the staff which Mr. Cromwell 
assembled during his tenure. J. A. Estes will be 
the editor, Joe H. Palmer associate editor and 
business manager. For these young men and 
their assistants the management bespeaks the 
loyalty and cooperation of subscribers and ad- 
vertisers who have contributed toward the 
development of the magazine to its present 
state. 


The American Thoroughbred Breeders Associ- 
ation was formed in 1934 “to encourage co- 
operative efforts in every manner and in all 
forms pertaining to the breeding and raising 
of Thoroughbred horses and to strive for co- 
operative effort in all matters of common interest 
to Thoroughbred horse breeders, . .. to gather 
and disseminate all information of profit or 
interest to the breeders of Thoroughbred horses 

”. Its membership of 96 includes leading 
breeders from every important Thoroughbred 


breeding center in the country. Its officers are 
John Hay Whitney, president; Arthur B. Han- 
cock, vice president; Major L. A. Beard, secre- 
tary and treasurer. The executive committee is 
composed of John Hay Whitney, Arthur B. 
Hancock, Major L. A. Beard, former Senator 
Johnson N. Camden, Admiral Cary T. Grayson, 
Walter M. Jeffords, Carleton F. Burke, Hal 
Price Headley, William Woodward, Thomas 
Piatt, and Jervis Spencer, Jr. 

The American Thoroughbred Breeders Associa- 
tion, as evidenced by its constitution, was or- 
ganized in the expectation that, by cooperative 
effort, it would be of assistance to all Thorough- 
bred breeders. From the beginning it addressed 
itself to such problems and complexities as might 
be best solved through the united resources of 
its members. Whatever interesting and valuable 
knowledge is cbtained in the course of the asso- 
ciation’s activities along such lines and toward 
the improvement of the breed of horses will be 
published so that all breeders of horses through- 
out the country may have the benefit. 

When the annual meeting of the American 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association was held at 
Saratoga on August 10 last, the question of the 
association’s attitude toward problems of racing 
was discussed at length, and numerous mem- 
bers expressed their views. It was the final 
consensus that, whenever the association ad- 
dressed itself to any problem not directly con- 
nected with breeding or the interests of breeders, 
it would go no further than to make known its 
suggestions or recommendations, and would 
abstain from attempts to force the adoption of 
such suggestions or recommendations. The 
policy, then, of this magazine will be one of 
constructive helpfulness without nagging dis- 
approval. Its whole idea, as far as its editorial 
pages are concerned, will be to support racing 
as a sport in which the interests of breeders, 
owners, trainers, riders, promoters, and public, 
and of all others connected with racing, shall 
have their just portion of consideration. Though 
the voice will be that of the breeders, it will 
be raised not for breeders only, but for the sport 
as a whole. 

The concise presentation of each week’s news 
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of the Thoroughbred sphere will be continued. 
There will be initiated and maintained an effort 
to increase the circulation so as to provide the 
advertiser with a larger return from his invest- 
ment. There will be drawn a distinct line be- 
tween the news, special articles and editorials 
on the one hand and the advertising on the 
other, and whatever paid advertising appears in 
the magazine will be so designated. 


In short, it is the desire of the American 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association that THE 
BLOOD-HORSE be a dignified, accurate, enterprising 
magazine whose ideal will be the betterment of 
racing and the proper service of its readers. 


Registration 


REEDERS making registrations of foals this 

year will find on the back of each of the new 
registration blanks a form for filling in with in- 
formation concerning the dam of the foal, in case 
it happens to be the first foal which the breeder 
has registered from that dam. In former years 
the information concerning the dam was given 
on a separate form, and frequently after an un- 
necessary amount of correspondence. It is hoped 
that the new sheets will not only prove to be more 
convenient but will also expedite matters to some 
extent. 


The last day on which foals may be registered 
for the regular fee of $5 each is Thursday, Octo- 
ber 31. Beginning with November 1, an extra $5 
is added to the fee as a penalty. Breeders owe 
it to The Jockey Club to make prompt registra- 
tions and to do everything possible to make them 
accurate, so as to reduce as much as possible the 
endless round of correspondence entailed by er- 
rors. 

In turn, The Jockey Club owes to the breeder 
a more complete and more rapid service in the 
matter of publishing the information derived from 
its registry. The last volume of the American 
Stud Book published was Volume 15. It was de- 
livered to subscribers in June, 1932. The latest 
foals of which it carried any record were those 
of 1929. Six crops of foals have been born since 
then, and four of them are racing, and no Vol- 
ume 16 is in sight. The annual supplements 
which have been published, carrying lists of foals 
arranged alphabetically by dams and alphabet- 
ically by sires, have no index of the names of the 
foals themselves, an inexcusable omission. 

Not only in the matter of speed, but also in the 
matter of completeness does the Stud Book need 
improvement. Previous volumes have stated the 
name of the breeder and owner of each mare, but 
have failed to show the breeder of the foal. An- 
other item which might well be added is a brief 
statistical summary of the material in the book, 
giving, for each year covered, the number of 
mares on which report was made, the number of

HAWTHORNE 
| iggy! at Hawthorne, now in the last week 
of its 29-day meeting, is centered on the 
renewal of the Hawthorne Gold Cup, on October 
5. Discovery, which gets in at scale weight, is 
practically conceded the race unless an unfore- 
seen accident happens, but the Vanderbilt colt 
will be a fine gate attraction, whether or not he 
has worthy competition. After the Hawthorne 
meeting closes, the major Illinois circuit takes 
up again at Sportsman’s Park, where a 22-day 
meeting begins on September 7. Fairmount 
Patk, which opened September 21, will close on 
October 19. 

Gocd weather saw a crowd of about 10,000 at 
Hawthorne Sepiember 28, and it seems probable 
that the Chicago Business Men’s Racing Asso- 
ciation is prospering, as have all other tracks in 
the Chicago section this year. The Illinois Handi- 
cap featured the racing of that day, victory 
going to the Coldstream-bred Top Dog, under the 
silks of L. E. Komorous. A secondary attraction, 
1un as the fourth race, was a $1,000 allowance 
affair for juveniles, which Dixiana won with 
Brendard, an *Epinard filly. Three favorites 
succeeded in the eight races. 


TOP DOG FIRST BY NOSE 

C. A. Peck’s 5-year-old West Main has estab- 
lished a reputation around Chicago for starting 
out like a mile-long freight train, finishing like 
the Twentieth Century Limited going through 
Little Falls. Because he had made such a repu- 
tation in shorter races, he was made favorite for 
the Illinois Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, 1 1-16 miles) at Hawthorne September 28. 
West Main, carrying 115 pounds, got off in his 
usual fashion, last in the field of seven, was a 
close-up third at the ha!f-way point, but then 
dropped back, finishing fifth. In front all the 
way was L. E. (Laddie) Komorous’ Top Dog 
(3-y-o, 109), which, by the scale, was carrying 
top weight. Ridden by Jimmy King, who had 
three other winners during the afternoon, Top 
Dog was rated in front of the field until the 
stretch was reached. There he faced a strong 
challenge from L. Beyda’s Banish Fear (3-y-o, 
103), a consistent filly by Blue Larkspur. In the 
last eighth the filly gained steadily, making up 
three and a _ half-lengths on the hard-driven 
pacemaker, but Top Dog still had a nose ad- 
vantage at the finish. Banish Fear was two and 
a half lengths ahead of J. D. Norris’ Reservist 
(101). The others, all -far back, were Jay Vee 
(101), West Main, Illeanna (3-y-0, 92), Spanish 
Babe (3-y-o, 102). Time, :2445, :48%5, 1:131;, 
1:41, 1:4835, track good. Stakes division, $4,120, 
$1,000, $500, $250.

Top Dog, foaled at Coldstream Stud, Lexing- 
ton, April 6, 1932, was the first foal of his dam, 
which never raced. Campaigned first under the 
silks of young Elmer Dale Shaffer, he was 
dropped into a claiming race at Arlington Park 


July 6 of this year with a price of $2,500 on him 
and was taken by L. E. Komorous, who has raced 
him a dozen times since. Lately an important 
figure in Chicago stakes races, he has finished 
second in the Marquette and Hawthorne Handi- 
caps. In two seasons he has started 23 times, 
won six races, finished second four times, third 
thrice, earned $10,095. His yearling brother sold 
for $10,000 at Saratoga this year. Necklace, 
grandam of Top Dog, won at five, the only year 
she raced, and is also dam of the winners Fire 
Neck (sister to Fairy Eyes), Squeeze Play, and 
Lady Bowman. 


MYRTLEWOOD’S SPECIAL RACE 

For more than a month, officials of Illinois 
tracks have been trying to bring together in a 
special+ race John F. Clark’s Clang, and Brownell 
Combs’ Myrtlewood. The Stimulus gelding, on 
July 19 at Arlington Park, had equaled Old 
Roseben’s American record for seven furlongs, 
running it in 1:22. Myrtlewood, a daughter of 
Blue Larkspur, had three days later set a new 
American (not world’s) record of 1:0925 for six 
furlongs at Arlington Park. Both are 3-year- 
olds. Clang had carried 103 pounds, Myrtlewood, 
113. For one or another reason, chiefly Mr. 
Combs’ refusal to start the filly in muddy going, 
Lincoln Fields was unable to arrange the race, 
though in a race including other horses, Myrtle- 
wood, under 111 pounds, had given Clang (110) 
a length and a half beating at one mile. On Sep- 
tember 25, at Hawthorne, the race was finally 
sent to post at six furlongs, each horse carrying 
110 pounds. Myrtlewood was a 2-to-5 favorite. 

The race was as bitter and closely fought a 
contest as either a spectator or a promoter could 
wish. Clang left the barrier with unusual speed, 
gaining about a half-length advantage. At the 
end of a quarter-mile Leon Haas was already 
whipping, but Myrtlewood had cut Clang’s lead 
to a head. Turning into the stretch the Blue 
Larkspur filly, racing on the outside, got her head 
in front, and there it stayed to the finish, with 
Clang reducing the margin to a nose. Jimmy 
McCoy, of Lexington, rode the winner. The dis- 
tance was covered in the fractional time of :224%, 
746, 1:1045, a fifth of a second slower than the 
track record Myrtlewood had set September 7 
under 115 pounds. The winner received $2,000, 
and $1,000 went to the second horse. The race 
was the eleventh start for Myrtlewood, which has 
now won six races, finished second twice, third 
twice, unplaced never. She has earned $15,540, 
her richest victories coming in the Hawthorne 
Sprint Handicap and the Francis S. Peabody 
Memorial Handicap. Myrtlewood was bred by 
her owner, retained largely because of the low 
level of the filly market. She is out of the 
“Sweeper mare, *Frizeur, dam of the stakes win- 
ners Pairbypair and Crowning Glory, and of sev- 
eral other winners. Particulars of her pedigree ap- 
peared in THE BLOOD-HORSE August 24, page 202. 

Clang, more frequently raced, was making his 
twenty-seventh start. He has won nine races, 
finished second seven times, third three times, and 
has earned $8,840. He has not won a stakes, but 
was second in the Ohio Derby and Francis S. Pea- 
body Memorial Handicap. He was bred by Mar- 
shall Field, and was purchased by Mr. Clark for 
$300 in the Saratoga yearling sales of 1933. His 
dam, Chickasaw, by *Chicle, was sold the pre- 
vious fall at Lexington for $100. 


+The Myrtlewood-Clang contest was not a match race, 
as the press consistently called it.

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NEW YORK 


BELMONT OPENS 


ITH the racing of September 28, the Jamaica 
meeting came to an end, and metropolitan 
racing moved to Belmont Park, where the usual 
richly endowed fall session opened September 30, 
for a 12-day run. Jamaica, like other New York 
tracks this fall, reported an increase in attend- 
ance, amounting to about 20 per cent. This, to- 
gether with the success at Aqueduct, indicated 
that the present order of New York meetings, in 
which the Belmont session was moved back, and 
Aqueduct moved up, will probably be kept in fu- 
ture years. 


At Belmont Park the opening program carried 
two stakes events, the most important being the 
Fall Highweight Handicap, in which George D. 
Widener’s Sation raced to his third victory in two 
weeks. Twelve other stakes events remain on 
the Belmont program. The Jerome Handicap, on 
October 2, will bring 3-year-olds together. On 
Thursday, October 3, 2-year-olds will contest the 
Champagne Stakes, and the first Saturday, Octo- 
ber 5, will be featured by the running of the Ma- 
tron Stakes and the Lawrence Realization. The 
final Saturday, October 12, will see the running 
of the rich Futurity, in which the juvenile cham- 
pionship is likely to be decided, and the Jockey 
Club Gold Cup. Many horses, including some of 
the best 2-year-olds, which have been rested since 
the Saratoga meeting, will swing back into action 
during the Westchester Racing Association meet- 
ing. The betting ring has been renovated, made 
lighter and more roomy, and raised platforms and 
larger slates will give to New York bettors a con- 
venience for which they have been clamoring 
— legalized betting came back to the Empire 

ate. 


DEATH OF J. J. GRIFFITH 


Funeral services were conducted September 27 
at Mount Vernon, N. Y., for John J. Griffith, 
who died at his home at that city two days 
earlier. Mr. Griffith was for several years vice- 
president of the Empire City Racing Association, 
and was a director of the Maryland State Fair, 
operators of the Laurel Park course. 


ROUGH DIAMOND’S STAKES 


The finish of the Long Island Claiming Stakes 
($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, 11-16 miles) 
at Jamaica September 25 was a thrilling one, as 
three of the four starters passed the judges with 
two noses separating first and third. The win- 
ner was C. V. Whitney’s Rough Diamond (3-y-o, 
103), own brother to Mad Frump, a stakes con- 
tender for four seasons. B. B. Stable’s Spanish 
Way (110) made the pace for seven furlongs, 
but could never shake off his challengers. The 
first was Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Watch Him (110), 
which tired after reaching the stretch turn. As 
the Fair Wind horse fell back, Joe Wagner 
brought Rough Diamond to the outside and 
began closing on the leader. At the eighth pole 
he led by a head. At this point A. A. Baroni’s 
Sun Archer (114) was third, two lengths behind 
the leaders, but he was running fastest of all, 
and was rapidly getting in the race. Under the 
wire came Rough Diamond, a nose in front of 
Spanish Way, the latter a nose ahead of Sun 
Archer. Watch Him trailed the three by six 
lengths. Time, :2514, :4915, 1:14, 1:39, 1:45%,

Rough Diamond has started 36 times, won 11 
races, finished four times second, four times 
third, and has earned $11,555. He had not pre- 
viously won a stakes. Frumpery raced but once, 
and was unplaced. She produced also Mad Frump, 
winner of $41,345 to the end of 1934, including 
Endurance, Rockingham Park, .White River, 
Bryan and O’Hara Memorial Handicaps. Frump- 
ery was also dam of Dice (Keene Memorial, 
Juvenile, Hudson, Great American Stakes), and 
Frumper (winner in six seasons). Frillery pro- 
duced Frilette (Beldame Handicap and dam of 
the stakes winner Jabot), Bunting (Futurity, 
Chesapeake Stakes, Havre de Grace, Maryland, 
Champlain, Pimlico Handicaps, and sire), Fur- 
below (San Ysidro, Hinata Stakes, Marianao 
Handicap, and dam of the stakes winner Miss 
Furbelow), Overall (Camden Handicap), Gew- 
gaw, and Fluffy, and the producer Juicy Fruit. 
Petticoat won and also produced the winner 
*Senator Broderick and the producers Crinoline 
II and *Enchanting. 


KING SAXON LASTS 


Had the Continental Handicap ($4,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, 11-16 miles) at Jamaica Sep- 
tember 28 been at one mile instead of the longer 
distance, odds on C. N. Knebelkamp’s King Saxon 
(126) would probably have been prohibitive, as 
the Saxon colt is admittedly the top miler now in 
the handicap division. Even with the additional 
sixteenth, he was bet from 7 to 5 down to 4 to 5. 
He faced four 3-year-olds in the Continental, no 
other older horses having accepted. At the 
start Wayne Wright took Mrs. John D. Hertz’s 
Count Arthur (110) to the front, with Raymond 
Workman reserving the Knebelkamp colt some 
two lengths behind the pace. The race was im- 
mediately between the two, for Alfred Vander- 
bilt’s Good Gamble (116) and Brookmeade Sta- 
ble’s Black Gift (105) had broken slowly, and 
Belair Stud’s Palma (102) found herself at once 
outrun. For a half-mile Workman was content 
to trail the leader, as Count Arthur set a mod- 
erate pace. Then he began to work forward, and 
at the three-sixteenths pole was but a head be- 
hind. In the stretch the two fought bitterly. At 
the stretch call King Saxon was leading by a 
neck, but many believed that he was at the end 
of his endurance. Under a brilliant ride by Work- 
man, however, the Knebelkamp racer stuck it out, 
came to the judges leading by a head. Early in 
the drive King Saxon had shown signs of bear- 
ing in, and Workman, fearing to reach for his 
bat, had hand-ridden his mount to the finish, kept 
him straight. Wright immediately claimed foul, 
but the claim was disallowed. Behind the two 
leaders came a badly scattered field. Good Gam- 
ble, which had added a loss of ground to a slow 
beginning, was third, eight lengths behind the 
leaders, three lengths in front of Black Gift.

So completely has George D. Widener’s Sation 
deserved his position as the nation’s champion 
sprinter, that after he had been assigned 140 
pounds for the Fall Highweight Handicap ($3,000 
added, all ages, six furlongs), it was impossible 
to get any other high weights to go against him. 
Secretary Jack Campbell had assigned an equal 
burden to King Saxon, but that colt, having but 
126 pounds in the Continental Handicap on Ja- 
maica’s closing day, was sent out to take that 
event. The next weights, 129 and 124 pounds, 
were assigned to Rosemont and Only One, but 
neither was among the overnight entries. The 
nearest weight to Sation’s which actually went to 
post was 121 pounds, carried by Miss Merriment, 


and the other five in the field scaled from 117 
down to 111. Even with concessions ranging 
from 19 to 29 pounds, Sation was the 3-to-2 
choice, and he won in clever fashion. Hal Price 
Headley’s brilliant 3-year-old, Whopper (117), 
set a swift pace down the Widener straightaway, 
with Sation at his heels. As the stretch was 
reached Jockey J. Hunter shook up the Galetian 
gelding, and Sation surged into the lead.

KENTUCKY ASSN. SALE PROTESTSED 


HOSE interested in blocking plans of the 

Federal government to construct 300 low- 
rent family units on the grounds of the old 
Kentucky Association announced October 1 that 
a group meeting would be held in Lexington 
within the next few days. Various petitions, cir- 
culated by property owners, were said to bear 
several hundred names. These petitions pro- 
tested the slum clearance project on the ground 
that it would reduce other property values and 
reduce tax receipts. A letter published in 
The Lexington Herald of October 1 accused the 
petitioners of opposing the cause of decent 
housing and living conditions for the poor be- 
cause of private interest, and characterized the 
issue as “greed versus decency.” R. D. Norwood, 
Lexington real estate dealer, made the announce- 
ment of the mass meeting.

HAVRE DE GRACE CLOSES 

LOUDY weather on the last day probably cut 

down the expected attendance at Havre de 

Grace, which closed a 13-day meeting on Sep- 
tember 28, but the meeting as a whole ‘enjoyed 
reasonable support. Wagering at the track ran 
well above $200,000 on off days, with considera- 
bly higher figures on Saturdays. On closing day 
about 20,000 attended, and the wagering was es- 
timated at more than $450,000. Though compiete 
figures are not available, it is believed that the 
daily average turnover was about $265,000. Be- 
side the Havre de Grace Handicap, won by Brook- 
meade Stable’s Good Goods, the Au Revoir Han- 
dicap, an overnight affair, was offered on closing 
day. This was won by Norman W. Church’s 
Toro Nancy, which tow-roped her field through 
most of the six-furlong dash, winning by two and 
a half lengths from Breckinridge Long’s Legume. 
The Toro filly ran the distance in 1:111'5, over a 
track definitely not of the pasteboard variety. 

Racing in Maryland now moves to Laurel Park, 
where a 25-day meeting opens on October 2, with 
the Capital Handicap as the stakes attraction of 
the day. Laurel Park will be running in compe- 
tition with Belmont Park during the first 10 days 
of the meeting, as well as Agawam Park and 
Suffolk Downs in Massachusetts, but as far as 
conclusions may be drawn from the Havre de 
Grace meeting, the Maryland track is not likely 
to lack horses of the better sort, and it is proba- 
ble that those horses at Belmont Park which do 
not move on to Empire City will go to Laurel 
rather than to the New England tracks. 


HAVRE DE GRACE HANDICAP 


Though there were a few prominent absentees, 
such as King Saxon, which was_ successfully 
filling an engagement at Jamaica, Discovery, 
awaiting the Hawthorne Gold Cup, and Top Row, 
the Havre de Grace Handicap ($10,000 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 14% miles) at Havre de Grace 
September 28 brought together most of the 
better handicap horses. Bettors made Mrs. F. 
A. Carreaud’s top-weighted Time Supply (120) 
the favorite, with the E. F. Seagram entry of 
Stand Pat (114) and Biography (110) a strong 
second choice. 

The start was a good one, with Dark Hope 
(113) first from the stalls. In the run for the 
turn Gold Foam (3-y-o0, 111), recent Travers 
Stakes winner, was the speediest, and in a 
quarter-mile was leading the field, Dark Hope 
his nearest antagonist. Third at this point was 
Stand Pat, with Mrs. Deering Howe’s Only One 
(116) in fourth pesition. In the run down the 
backstretch, Bobbie Merritt opened up with Only 
One, passed Stand Pat and Dark Hope, and 
went on after the leader. Midway of the last 
turn, he drove Only One inside of Gold Foam, 
and the two ran together to the eighth-po'e, 
Gold Foam holding doggedly to his slight lead. 
By this time Stand Pat had gained a prominent 
position on the outside, was iapped on the two 
leaders, and Brookmeade Stable’s Good Goods 
(110) was coming powerfully in the middle of 
the track. Eddie Arcaro had found himself in 
close quarters after a slow beginning with the 
Neddie colt, and had not found racing room until 
the backstretch was reached. There he had taken 
Good Goods to the outside, and at some loss of 
ground had gained steadily. At the eighth-pole 
he was clear, and just three heads behind the 


leader. Only One now succeeded in taking the 
lead from Gold Foam, which dropped back rather 
sharply, but the Lucullite colt found himself 
overmatched by both Stand Pat and Good Goods. 
The Brookmeade racer dropped his nose in front 
in the last strides, with Stand Pat a length in 
front of Only One. Time Supply had been slow 
in finding his stride, but came fuli of run in the 
stretch to take fourth place, a length behind 
Only One. The others, in order, were Howard 
(108), Gold Foam, Riskulus (113), Dark Hope, 
Mid Victorian (3-y-0, 106), Good Harvest (3-y-0, 
107), and Biography. Time, :24, :4745, 1:12%5, 
1:3945, 1:5144, track fast.

DETROIT CLOSES 


ACING left Michigan for the 1935 season 
when the Detroit Racing Association’s meet- 
ing came to an end September 30, the last day’s 
sport being devoted to charity. September 28 saw 
the end of the scheduled meeting, a crowd of 
about 10,000 braving indifferent weather condi- 
tions that day. The principal race of the day 
was the Birmingham Handicap, in which C. N. 
Mooney’s Ted Clark won a decisive victory. Poor 
weather on the last few days of the meeting cut 
the crowds down considerably, only about 4,000 
being reported on Thursday and Friday, but the 
session as a whole has enjoyed good patronage. 
In 1934 Detroit held a meeting of 123 days, 
largely because of Jegislative pressure caused by 
the need of revenue, and this venture was reported 
to have closed with a loss. Comparatively short 
spring and fall meetings this season have met 
with much better patronage. Announcing him- 
self pleased with the meeting, Manager Clarence 
Lehr said that a 33-day spring meeting would be 
held next year, beginaing on May 29. 


TED CLARK G: ALLOPS 


The last stakes event of the Michigan season 
was the Birmingham Handicap ($3,000 added, all 
ages, six furlongs), run September 28. Top- 
weight and favorite was C. N. Mooney’s Ted 
Clark (120), previously a winner of one of four 
attempts in stakes races at the Detroit track this 
season. Seven horses went to post, including W. 
F. Lutz’s Bereit (2-y-0, 96), the On Watch filly 
being the only juvenile in the race. Leo J. 
Marks sent out two 3-year-olds, Moonson (106) 
and San Luis Rey (103), and the others were 
older horses. At the start Genteel Lady (108) 
dashed to the front, but after a half-mile Jockey 
T. Aimers suddenly started up with Ted Clark. 
The Chatterton horse moved around the leaders 
with a rush, and drew steadily away thereafter.

TEXAS 


DALLAS OPENS 

HE 1935 fall season in Texas opened Septem- 

ber 28, when Dallas Fair Park threw open its 
gates for a 25-day meeting, this inaugurating 180 
days of the sport in the Lone Star State, which 
will have practically continuous racing through 
the fall, winter, and spring, closing the season, 
again at Dallas, on May 16. Though all Texas 
tracks have been claiming an abundance of 
horses, racing at Dallas on opening day filled 
but indifferently. The stakes event of the day, 
the State Fair of Texas Handicap, had five start- 
ers, and the secondary attraction, a one-mile 
overnight handicap, had but four horses in the 
post parade. This might have been caused partly 
by the heavy going which prevailed, and which 
caused a large number of scratches, but the Dal- 
las meeting will probably be better supplied with 
racing material as soon as reinforcements arrive 
from Detroit, which closed September 30. 


EPERNAY’S FIRST STAKES 

A small but fairly good field contested the 
State Fair of Texas Handicap ($1,500 added, 3- 
year-olds and up, 165 feet less than five fur- 
longs), which featured the opening day’s racing 
at Dallas, September 28. The only starter, except 
the outsider Bulstrode 3-y-o, 106), which had 
never won a Stakes race was A. G. Tarn’s 
Epernay (3-y-o0, 107), and it was Epernay which 
dashed immediately to the front and led at 
every post, without being seriously threatened. 
Second, two lengths behind the winner, was Mrs. 
J. L. Wilson’s The Darb (111), which first came 
to the races under the C. V. Whitney silks. Third 
was Mrs. A M. Creech’s Sound Advice (2-y-o0, 
110), which had made his maiden start for 
Catawba Stable. Advising Anna (110), pur- 
chased this season from Jack Howard by Haugh- 
ton and West, was fourth. The remaining starter 
was Cactus Stable’s Bulstrode, originally a racer 
of the Escoba Stock Farm.

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CANADA 


WOODBINE PARK 


ACING during the seven days of the Wood- 
bine Park meeting was a continuous series 
of victories for horses from the Canadian stable 
of H. C. Hatch. Only one day failed to find a 
Hatch racer in the winner’s circle; on two occa- 
sions the stable scored doubles; and on September 
24 a triple was registered by the Canadian sports- 
man. Included were four of the stakes events. 
On opening day Sweepouch won the Coronation 
Stakes, and on the following Monday Donstick 
was successful in the Stanley Produce Stakes. 
On Tuesday Monsweep, Sweepstaff, and Speed 
Girl made up a triple, the $1,000 William Mulock 
Cup Handicap (overnight), included. Next day 
*Bernita II won a hurdle race. On Thursday 
Chicpen won the Maple Leaf Stakes, and Lo- 
sweep won a claiming race. On Friday the 
Hatch racers were unable to score, but on Sat- 
urday, the closing day, Donstick won the Dur- 
ham Cup Handicap, and *Bernita II repeated over 
the hurdles, making a total of 10 wins in seven 
days of racing. Four of the winners were by 
Mr. Hatch’s stallion, Sweepster, now standing at 
Hartland Stud in Woodford County, Kentucky. 
For the most part the Woodbine Park meeting 
was favored with good weather, and there were 
more than enough horses. Attendance was re- 
ported as excellent, and it seems likely that the 
most pretentious of the Canadian meetings was 
a profitable venture as well as a good one from 
the standpoint of quality. 


ABBATORO’S GREY STAKES 


The fifth of the stakes offered at Woodbine 
Park was the Grey Stakes Handicap ($1,200 
added, 2-year-olds, one mile and 70 yards), de- 
cided September 25. The winner, from break to 
finish, was Parkwood Stables Abbatoro (116), 
a son of the now dead Toro, ridden by Jockey F. 
Mann. For a half-mile the winner was followed 
closely by his stablemate, Knight’s Fancy (116). 
Thereafter his lead was never seriously threat- 
ened. G. M. Hendrie’s Stormblown (112) finished 
second a length and a half behind the winner, 
three lengths in front of J. C. Palmer’s Rosselli 
(107). Three lengths farther back was Knight’s 
Fancy, taking fourth place from Go Quickly 
(105), which had held second place through the 
middle stages of the race. Sky Warrior (111), 
Miss Philura (103), and Pilotbread (104) were 
the others. Time, :23%5, :48, 1:13%5, 1:40, 1:452¢, 
track fast. This is four-fifths of a second faster 
than Mrs. F. J. Ryan’s Brannon raced to capture 
the event last year, under 112 pounds. Stakes 
division, $885, $200, $100, $50.

CHICKPEN WINS AT WOODBINE PARK 


The phenomenal success of the H. C. Hatch 
racers at Woodbine Park this season continued 
on September 26, when, besides a victory in a 
claiming race, the Canadian sportsman won the 
Maple Leaf Stakes ($3,000 added, 3- and 4-year- 
old fillies foaled in Canada, 11-16 miles) with 
Chickpen (3-y-o, 113). M. Keeling’s Rosepath 
(120) led at every post except the winning one, 
but just failed to last. Chickpen, up in the last 
strides, won by a head, with Rosepath five lengths 
in front of the third horse, E. F. Seagram’s Gay 
Sympathy (3-y-o, 113). Fourth, three lengths 
farther back, was Miss F. Taillon’s Thermal 
(120). The others were Fly Miss (3-y-o, 104), 
and Finesse (118). Time, :2336, :48%, 1:13%, 
1:4035, 1:4725, track fast. Stakes division, 
$2,425, $400, $200, $100.

Of the three stakes offered for Woodbine 
Park’s closing day, September 28, the only one 
to fill was the Durham Cup Handicap ($1,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, foaled in Canada, 1% 
miles). This resulted in a further triumph for 
H. C. Hatch, whose racers had already dominated 
the meeting. On closing day he won an allow- 
ance race with *Bernita II, then sent Donstick 
(3-y-o, 107), already winner of the Stanley Pro- 
duce Stakes on September 23, to contest the Dur- 
ham Cup Handicap. Jockey S. Young, contract 
rider for the Hatch stable, allowed Parkwood 
Stable’s Epicurus (3-y-o, 108) to make the pace 
for a mile and five furlongs, then moved up with 
arush. At the same time Mrs. J. Badame’s Lady 
Marnock (111) came up strongly, and the *Dis 
Donc filly was forced to her utmost to win by a 
nose from the *By George II mare. Epicurus 
was third, a half-length back, and four lengths 
in front of Whittier Park Stock Farm Stable’s 
Bowery Su (3-y-o, 95). The others were Gay 
Sympathy (3-y-o, 106), Chaste Morn (109), and 
Trickys Son (114).

CALIFORNTIA’S PROTEST 

HARP denial of the statements of U. S. Com- 

missioner of Narcotics H. J. Anslinger, as 
far as California is concerned, was voiced by A. 
Kingsley Macomber, representing the California 
Horse Racing Board. Mr. Macomber said that 
he invited the commissioner to prove his charges 
that horses were being doped in California, and 
peinted out that besides being the first State 
to introduce the saliva test, California was the 
only one to have a receiving barn. H. C. McKim, 
veterinarian for the Horse Racing Board, agreed 
with the statement, and both said that those 
caught doping in California will be ruled off 
for life. 

In a statement printed in The San Francisco 
Chronicle, Mr. Macomber said: 

If the other states are really sincere in wishing to 
eradicate the dope evil, they should adopt the receiving 
barn, in which all starters are placed under state 
supervision one hour before the race. Also the use of 
any medicine 24 hovrs before a race without order 
from the State veterinarian is forbidden. 


FRANK SEREMBA SUSPENDED 

On September 30, stewards at Fairmount Park 
issued an indefinite suspension against Frank 
Seremba, as the result of evidence that Annie L., 
which raced September 24, had been stimulated 
with morphine. The horse, and others under Ser- 
emba’s care, were also suspended, and the case 
referred to the Illinois Racing Commission. 

Newspapers made much of the story, as Ser- 
emba is married to a relative of Joseph Cattari- 
nich, Canadian promoter, who is the operator of 
the Fairmount Park track, as well as_ several 
others in Ohio, Illinois, and Louisiana, and it is a 
matter of general belief that Cattarinich is the 
actual owner of some of the horses racing for 
Seremba. Consequently, news stories pointed 
out, the Fairmount Park stewards have ruled the 
Cattarinich horses from a Cattarinich track. 
Stewards C. J. Fitz Gerald, Jr., John T. Ireland, 
and Richard A. Leigh signed the ruling. 


TWO AT DETROIT 

On September 27, stewards of the Detroit 
Racing Association, with the approval of Com- 
missioner Joseph D. Frost, revoked the trainers’ 
licenses of C. M. Wilkinson and Charles Shafer. 
Indefinite, trained by Wilkinson, had been stimu- 
lated for his winning effort of September 14, and 
Heart Break, trained by Shafer, had been stimu- 
lated to win the previous day, according to re- 
ports from saliva tests, taken under supervision 
of Ralph Oyler of the Federal Narcotic Bureau. 
Horses trained by either man have been barred 
from racing. They include the two stimulated 
animals and Panair, Big Torch, Meany, Copper, 
Portan, Charlie Dawn, and Little R. 
T. E. KEATING SUSPENDED 

Detroit stewards, with the approval of Racing 
Commissioner Joseph D. Frost, made the follow- 
ing ruling September 30. 


For violation of Rule 266, the trainer's license of T. E. 
Keating has been revoked. The horse, Inflate, has been 
barred from racing and no further entries will be ac- 


cepted of the horses Pacheco, Donnawood and Inflate, 
nor any horses directly or indirectly under the care, or 
supervision of T. E. Keating, of Keating Brothers, on 
tracks under the jurisdiction of the Michigan Racing 
Commission, 

A saliva specimen taken from Inflate on Sep- 
tember 14 had shown the presence of morphine, 
the stewards said. 


WILLIAM IRVINE SUSPENDED 

After two analyses of saliva specimens taken 
from One Chance at Rockingham Park Septem- 
ber 21 had revealed the presence of a cocaine 
derivative, stewards at Rockingham Park re- 
voked the license of William Irvine, and refused 
the entry of horses under his care. The case was 
referred to the New Hampshire Racing Commis- 
sion for whatever further action they deem 
proper. 

Trainer Irvine resigned his position with the 
S. W. Labrot stable last year to condition the 
racers of J. U. Gratton, owner of One Chance. 
He was to have handled the English invader, 
*Flamenco, at Agawam Park this month. 


SIETAS CASE 

For the second time, Ernst J. Sietas, who was 
arrested at Saratoga in August and charged with 
pessession of narcotics, failed to appear before 
United States Commissioner Lester T. Hubbard. 
This time he was represented by his attorney, 
who waived appearance for examination, and 
Sietas was ordered held under $1,000 bond to 
appear before the United States Grand Jury at 
Syracuse in October. Dr. James E. Masterson, 
veterinarian, arrested at the same time, will be 
heard before the same court. Previously Sietas 
had failed to appear for examination, later ex- 
plained that he had forgot it. 


D. S. RENAUD SUSPENDED 

The Independent Canadian Racing Association, 
meeting at Toronto September 27, issued a 
suspension, pending further investigation, against 
Trainer D. S. Renaud, and suspended the horse 
Carhan Queen for 30 days, as a result of stimu- 
lation of that mare at Thorncliffe Park Sep- 
tember 12. 


A. G. TUMIN SUPENDED 

Two separate saliva specimens were taken 
from Guardian after the seventh race at Rock- 
ingham Park September 19. Both revealed a 
cocaine derivative. Trainer A. G. Tumin and all 
horses trained by him were suspended Septem- 
ber 27, and the case referred to the New Hamp- 
shire Racing Commission. 

OMAHA RETIRES FOR SEASON 

It was announced last week that William 
Wceodward, owner of the leading 3-year-old of 
the season, in Omaha, son of Gallant Fox, had 
decided definitely to retire the Kentucky Derby, 
Preakness, and Belmont Stakes winner for the 
remainder of the season. Omaha’s last appear- 
ance was in the Classic at Arlington, on July 
20, when he ran the second fastest mile and a 
quarter in American records. He showed signs 
of lameness while training for the Travers at 
Saratoga, but until the announcement of Mr. 
Woodward's intentions, it was hoped he might 
start in the Lawrence Realization October 5. 

It had been reported that Mr. Woodward 
planned an English invasion with the Gallant 
Fox colt next year. What effect his protracted 
lameness will have on those plans is not yet 
known. 


DADE PARK SUED 

Federal Judge Hamilton last week overruled 
a motion of the Dade Park Jockey Club to dis- 
miss a suit for $3,000 brought by the Bahr 
Starting Gate Corporation, of Chicago. The 
suit, which will be heard at Owensboro November 
25, is fer infringement of patents. 
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ODDS AND ENDS - 


Belmont Park 


ELMONT PARK patrons find the wagering 

facilities better than at any other track in 
the Empire State. The meeting will prove more 
profitable to the management than did the second 
session in 1934, but the top horses shown will 
nearly all be of the 2-year-old class. King Saxon 
was in only the Fall Highweight Handicap. Sa- 
tion was in the Fall Highweight and the West- 
chester, a claiming stake. He went to Maryland 
to attempt duplicating 1934 victories in the Lau- 
rel and Capital immediately following the High- 
weight, for which John B. Campbell rated him 
equal with King Saxon, at 140, as they had never 
met. Omaha is declared out of the Lawrence 
Realization. Count Arthur and Good Gamble are 
not eligible for the Realization or the Jockey Club 
Gold Cup. Discovery hasn’t a single engagement 
at the meeting. Brevity isn’t in the Futurity. 
Campbell accounts him the best colt in the coun- 
try. The Fighter, winner of the Remsen, also is 
absent from the Futurity. All of which seems to 
indicate once more that perhaps Belmont Park’s 
stakes would draw more good ones if they weren't 
closed so early. And all of which doesn’t mean 
that the meeting won't be the most brilliant and 
most pretentious two weeks of sport in the racing 
year. It will.

Emigration 


VERY strange situation exists in New York 

racing. Racing Secretary-Handicapper Camp- 
bell and his assistant, Francis Dunne, are finding 
it difficult to fill cheap claiming races. This, they 
profess, has given them some headaches. Even 
cheap races for 2-year-olds won't fill well. It 
seems that owners of platers have gone elsewhere 
in search of more and richer opportunities. This 
attitude on the part of the racing secretary's of- 
fice is puzzling, in a way. It was this scrivener’s 
belief, at the beginning of the year, that the 
elimination of as many claiming races as possible 
was the objective. And Campbell was hailed as 
the man who could make up programs without 
claiming races. New York race-goers have been 
seeing the best horses in action more frequently 
than heretofore, and good horses are more con- 
sistent than platers. Personally, Old Rosebud 
thinks Campbell has been doing a swell job, and 
that the metropolitan race-going public owes him 
a vote of thanks. 


Progress 


UCH has been said and written for and 

against the claiming races, but an unbiased 
observer must believe that, as Campbell has said, 
cheap horses will always run more formfully with 
a price on their heads. It is a factor that makes 
for running horses where they belong. A lot of 
progress appears to have been made in the di- 
rection of correcting the claiming rules during 
the year, for there hasn't been a single instance 
Old Rosebud can remember of the kind of profit- 
eering wars so widespread just a year or so ago. 
Rumors of collusion among some of the riders in 
New York appears to be the chief cause for con- 
cern among the officials at the moment. There 
have been some strange coincidences in a com- 
parison of the odds fluctuations and the riding in 
recent days. No rule can be devised to remedy 
this, however. It is up to the stewards to be on 
the alert at all times.

Bill Knapp’s Testimony 


FTER all these years, we learn from Bill 

Knapp exactly how Man o’ War was beaten 
in his lone defeat, by Upset in the 1919 Sanford. 
Strange, nobody appears to have asked him be- 
fore. ‘Only those grooms who were standing at 
the start on the backstretch that day really 
know,” said Upset’s rider. “I started the race. 
Mr. Pettingill, very old, was pinch-hitting as 
starter that day. I glanced down the line and 
saw Man o’ War backing out of the barrier. I 
yelled, ‘Come on,’ and Mr. Pettingill pressed the 
trigger. Upset and *Golden Broom were the only 
horses that got away well. The rest was easy. 
I simply trapped Man o’ War in a pocket and 
kept him there until it was too late for him to 
beat me. I have often wished since I never had 
ridden in the race. It caused so much talk, re- 
flecting on almost every owner, trainer and 
jockey connected with it. I guess, as you say, 
that ordinarily would be called good riding on 
my part. I’m certainly not at all proud of it. 
But how was I to know Man o’ War was going to 
prove the kind of horse he did?” 


Futurity Chances 


HE Futurity’s renewal is, of course, upper- 

most in the thoughts of racing folk generally 
at the present. It is impossible to get away from 
Red Rain after his effort in the Hopeful, in which 
he took about 15 lengths the worst of it and 
still won, with the considerable help of Sonny 
Workman. The son of Pennant figures, as he is 
the only probable which has never yet run a bad 
race, but that straightaway is going to be just 
as much in favor of colts like Snark, Ned Reigh, 
Teufel and other slow beginners which have been 
running over horses the last eighth or so. Teufel 
is no weak possibility, despite the fact he is still 
a maiden. The son of Diavolo was the _ best 
horse in the Remsen and Junior Champion, or 
rather the half-brother to Singlefoot and Canter 
looked potentially best over the increased dis- 
tances. Coldstream’s Hopeful can be tossed out 
the window. And the Westerner is training nicely 
for Alex Gordon. He could take it all, with his 
ability to be placed or run from end to end. And 
he was running fast enough to hold Red Rain, 
which looked a winner yards out, to a dead-heat 
in the Hopeful. 


KEENELAND BUILDING PLANS 

Work is proceeding rapidly at Keeneland, 
where Lexington’s new racetrack is to be built 
in time for an inaugural meeting next spring. 
Old barns have been razed, the grading is well 
under way, and construction of the new barns 
has been started. The Keeneland Association 
executive committee has been considering the 
various sets of plans for grandstand, club house, 
and executive offices submitted by four Lexing- 
ton architects, and has made tentative accept- 
ance of the plans drawn by Robert W. McMeekin. 
Final acceptance of the plans is conditional upon 
checking them closely against the construction 
budget. 


Top weight for the Jerome Handicap ($5,000 
added, 3-year-olds, one mile), to be run at Bel- 
mont Park October 2, is Rosemont, with 126 
pounds, three more than Good Gamble, six more 
than Gold Foam. 
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THE DONCASTER SALES 

HE English yearling sales which correspond 

most closely to the auctions at Saratoga each 
August are those held during the second week 
of September at Doncaster. They reached their 
depression low, an average of 476 guineas, in 
1931, a year earlier than the Saratoga sales 
touched bottom with an average of $903.36. 
From the depression low, which in each country 
was the lowest since the war years, both Sara- 
toga and Doncaster began a steady climb. Last 
year Doncaster figures spurted suddenly, reached 
an average of 86914 guineas (about $4,565, count- 
ing the guinea at $5.25), an increase of 50 per 
cent over 1933, while the American market was 
plodding back to prosperity by easy stages. 

This year’s auctions at Doncaster dropped 
back slightly from the 1934 figure, more closely 
approaching the natural upward curve from 
which the 1934 average took sudden departure. 
In four days of sales, September 10 to September 
13 inclusive, 365 yearlings were disposed of for 
274,897 guineas, an average of 753 guineas, or 

1314 per cent under the 1934 average. (At Sara- 
toga this year, yearlings averaged $1,571.67, 27 
per cent above the 1934 figure.) At the present 
rate of exchange, which makes the guinea worth 
about $5.15 in American dollars, 753 guineas is 
equivalent to $3,878. 

English breeders found no cause for worry in 
the general results of the sale. The number of 
yearlings catalogued was 396. The number sold 
was 365, leaving only 31 unsold. The number of 
yearlings sold under the hammer constitutes a 
record for Doncaster. The market was again 
without the benefit of foreign purchasers, still 
kept away by lack of favorable exchange rates 
and by other factors.

AMERICAN SUCCESS AT DONCASTER 
Black Devil, owned by William Woodward, 
chairman of The Jockey Club, New York, carried 
135 pounds to victory in the Doncaster Cup run 
September 13, won “comfortably by two lengths,” 
and set a new track record of 3:4635 for the 214 
miles of Doncaster turf. (American record for 
the distance is 3:4834.) “The most improved 
stayer in the country,” Meyrick Good called him 
in next morning’s issue of The Sporting Life. 
With the ancient Joe Childs booked to ride him, 
Black Devil was made an odds-on favorite, at 
4 to 6, over a field of four others. Following him 
at the finish were Sir Abe Bailey’s Cecil, Lord 


Astor’s Caracol, G. F. Annesley’s His Reverence, 
and Marcel Boussac’s French-bred Denver II. It 
was the second year in succession Mr. Woodward 
had won the Doncaster Cup, his Alcazar having 
captured the 1934 renewal. 

Black Devil, foaled at Arthur B. Hancock’s 
Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky., in 1931, is a brown 
colt by *Sir Gallahad III out of La Palina (dam 
of Palma, winner Providence Handicap at Narra- 
gansett Park this year), by *Ambassador IV out 
of *Parthenis (producer and sister of *La Flam- 
bee, the dam of Ned O., *Flambette, etc., and 
third dam of Omaha), by Ajax (grandsire of *Sir 
Gallahad III). 

Black Devil was shipped to England as a year- 
ling in 1932 to be trained by Capt. Cecil Boyd- 
Rochfort. He started only once at two, finished 
unplaced. He remained a maiden through his 
3-year-old season, starting five times, but was 
second in the King Edward VII Stakes at Ascot 
and Princess of Wales’ Stakes at Newmarket, 
each 11% miles. At four this year he has proved 
himself among the best stayers in England. In 
nine starts he has won four races and £2,911 
($14,555), including the Newbury Summer Cup 
(114 miles in 2:28%5, under 108 pounds), Dulling- 
ham Stakes (114 miles, 2:3135, 138 pounds), Bur- 
ton Plate (1% miles, 134 pounds), and Doncaster 
Cup. Under 129 pounds he finished third in the 
Princess of Wales’ Stakes, 114 miles, and under 
140 pounds was last of three in the Great Mid- 
land Breeders’ Plate, 114 miles. He was unplaced 
in his first three starts of the year, has not been 
out of the money in the last six efforts. Of the 
acceptors for the Cesarewitch Stakes, 214 miles, 
to be run at Newmarket October 16, he has the 
second highest weight (130), only Marshall 
Field’s Enfield (133) being handicapped above 
him. 

“If Mr. Woodward would send him back to the 
United States he would improve the stamina of 
bloodstock in America,” wrote Mankato in The 
Sporting Chronicle of September 14. “I under- 
stand, however, that Mr. Woodward is offering 
for sale Black Devil and all his older horses dur- 
ing Cambridgeshire week.” 


ANOTHER CLASSIC FOR BLANDFORD 


The Prix Royal Oak, French version of the 
St. Leger Stakes, for 3-year-olds, approximately 
a mile and seven furlongs, with a value of 
200,000 francs (about $13,200), was run at 
Longchamp Sunday, September 15, and was won 
by Baron Edouard de Rothschild’s Bokbul, the 
favorite. Second, beaten two lengths, was Lord 
Derby’s Will o’ the Wisp, which was two and a 
half lengths ahead of Cardon. Others in the field 
were Alcindor III, Furlico, Prince Achille, St. 
Andrews, and Fierabras. Ping Pong, which was 
expected to be one of the favorites, did not start. 

Bokbul is another son of the inevitable Bland- 
ford, outstanding sire of recent years in Europe, 
and is out of Buanderie, by Sans Souci II out 
of Spring Cleaning, by Neil Gow, third dam 
Spring Night, by Chesterfield. 


ADMIRAL DRAKE AT OSTEND 


One of the richest races run in Continental 
Europe this year was the Grand International 
a’Ostende, feature of the meeting at the Welling- 
ton Hippodrome, Ostend, Belgium. The race was 
once postponed because of the death of the young 
Belgian queen, but was rescheduled and run off 
Sunday, September 1. The race attracted the 
Aga Khan’s Theft from England and a number 
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of the best horses from France. Theft, a 3-year- 
old son of Tetratema, was made an odds-on 
favorite despite the fact that the distance, ap- 
proximately a mile and three furlongs, was be- 
lieved to be longer than he likes to go. 

Victory, however, fell to Leon Volterra’s 
French-bred 4-year-old Admiral Drake (133), 
ridden by the great English jockey Steve Dono- 
ghue. Admiral Drake went to the front before 
the last turn, won by half a length from another 
French horse, Marcel Boussac’s Corrida (117), 
a 3-year-old filly by Coronach, with Theft (121), 
ridden by Gordon Richards, in third place, a neck 
farther back. Other starters: Aromate, Peniche, 
Ortolan, Hutton, Son of Troy, Votre Altesse, 
— Blue Bell III, Independence, and Poupee 
Chiff. 

The winner is a 4-year-old brown colt by Craig 
an Eran out of Plucky Liege, by Spearmint, and 
is therefore a half-brother to *Sir Gallahad ITI, 
*Bull Dog, *Quatre Bras II, and “Marguerite 
de Valois (dam of Cleves). In France Admiral 
Drake, though he has had his ups and downs, is 
one of the best racers of the last few years. 
The Grand Prix de Paris is the most notable of 
his French triumphs. 


DOBSON PEACOCK’S DEATH 

Matthew Dobson Peacock, 79-year-old trainer, 
who three years ago trained the winners of 100 
races in one season of English racing, died Fri- 
day, September 13 at his home in Middleham. 
One of the landmarks of the English racing 
scene, he had been associated with horses all his 
life, from the time he began riding to hounds 
at the age of six. Even this year, when ham- 
pered by illness, he had won more races than any 
other trainer, having captured a total of 48 
events. Last year he had 89 winners, 


FOREIGN NOTES 

Lord Astor’s Pay Up and Sir John Jarvis’ Sil- 
ver Crest, both 2-year-old colts by Fairway, were 
first and second respectively in the Manchester 
Autumn Breeders’ Foal Plate recently. 

Mrs. Macdonald-Buchanan, daughter of the late 
Lord Woolavington, has indicated that she will 
continue her father’s racing stable and stud, 
though her operations may be upon a reduced 
scale. 

Sir Abe Bailey’s Cecil won the Newbury 
Autumn Cup last Saturday, September 28, beat- 
ing a field of 19 others. It was the first victory 
of the season for the 4-year-old son of Foxlaw— 
Star of Blyth, by Polymelus. 

Princess Herodene, 3-year-old grey filly, winner 
of the September Handicap, a minor event at 
Alexandra Park, England, is by Son and Heir 
out of Herodene, by Roi Herode. Son and Heir, 
now dead, was by Son-in-Law out of Cinderella, 
by The Tetrarch, son of Roi Herode. 

Until the Champagne Stakes, six furlongs, was 
run at Doncaster September 10, there was doubt 
whether Mahmoud or the unnamed colt by Blen- 
heim—Bossover was the best 2-year-old in Eng- 
land. In the Champagne Stakes, worth about 
$13,500, in which all starters carried level 
weights, Mahmoud settled the issue by winning 
decisively. Second to him, beaten three-quarters 
of length, was Marcel Boussac’s French-bred 
Abjer, by Asterus (by *Teddy). Third, two 
lengths farther back, was the Bossover colt. 
Mahmoud is a grey or roan colt (See front cover 
of THE BLOOD-HORSE September 7) by Blen- 
heim—Mah Mahal, by Gainsborough, second dam 
Mumtaz Mahal, by The Tetrarch. 


SIRES OF WINNERS 


HOUGH a mysterious lameness has prevented 

Omaha, the vear’s best 3-year-old, from 
starting since his victory in the Arlington Classic, 
his sire, Gallant Fox, standing at Arthur Han- 
cock’s Claiborne Farm, near Paris, Ky., has 
retained his position at the head of the sire list, his 
get having won $154,585 in first monies, includ- 
ing the racing of September 28. Chance Play, 
with $129,795 won by his get, has moved from 
fourth to second place since the last previous 
publication of the sire list, Grand Slam being 
the highest money winner of his foals. Next 
comes Display, which holds court at Mereworth 
Stud, his position resulting largely from the 
sterling efforts of Alfred Vanderbilt’s Discovery. 
Milesius, the Irish stallion which sired *Azucar, 
is in fourth position, though represented only by 
the Alger racer. 

The increase in purse values which was ap- 
parent in previous statistics continues to be seen. 
Including September 28, 791 sires have sent out 
5,018 winners. A total of 11,910 races have been 
run, with first monies amounting to $7,148,765, 
an average of $600.23 for each race. This is an 
increase over the value through August 10, when 
the average was $586.88. Last year, including 
September 15 (the nearest point of comparison 
in last year’s tabulation), 696 sires had got 
4,273 winners of 10,478 races. Purses totaled 
$5,433,974, or an average of $518.61.

CONEY ISLAND 


HE closing days of the week which ended 

September 24 suffered from poor weather, 
and attendance at Coney Island was conseauently 
cut considerably. On Saturday the weather im- 
proved somewhat, though the track remained 
muddy. Two overnight handicaps were offered 
as features. The first of these, for 2-year-olds, 
was won by J. S. Riley’s Hi-Nelli, now winner 
of five of her last six starts. The other attrac-

MASSACHUSETTS 


SUFFOLK AND AGAWAM 

OTH of the new Massachusetts tracks will 

swing into action this week. Agawam Park, 
newest of the two, opens for its inaugural meet- 
ing on October 1, the Berkshire Handicap being 
the feature of the day. On the following day, 
Suffolk Downs, at Boston, will begin its seccnd 
meeting. The first, held in July, was quite suc- 
cessful. The Constitution Handicap will be the 
stakes feature of opening day. *Flamenco, the 
English invader, and Mrs. C. Crane’s Ladfield 
have been given top-weights for the Agawam 
Park inaugural event, each with 128 pounds, and 
Miss Merriment, Dark Hope, Ted Clark, Roust- 
about, and Accolade are also among the possible 
starters. At Suffolk Downs, the opening stakes is 
for 2-year-olds and has such youngsters as Mae- 
riel, Postage Due, Teufel, Speed to Spare, Sparta, 
and Little Nymph among the entries. The Spring- 
field track held a “visitors’ day” on Sunday, Sep- 
tember 29, and good crowds came out to inspect 
the newest of the New England tracks. Suffolk 
Downs will have 16 days of racing, closing on 
October 19, while Agawam Park, with a 27-day 
meeting, will run until October 31. 

Agawam Park is located a few miles southwest 
of Springfield, Mass., and aproximately 100 miles 
west of Suffolk Downs, at Boston. It is about 
115 miles from Rockingham Park, which is lo- 
cated just over the border of New Hampshire 
from Massachusetts, some 30 miles north of Bos- 
ton. It is about 65 miles west of Narragansett 
Park, 23 miles north of Hartford, Conn., 63 miles 
north of New Haven. 


*FLAMENCO’S RATING 


Among the stakes for which *Flamenco was 
entered prior to his arrival in America was the 
Berkshire Handicap, $5,000 added, six furlongs, 
to be run the opening day at Agawam Park. 
Faced with the task of guessing the invader’s 
class, Racing Secretary H. D. Monroe decided to 
give him a moderate rating, let him work up to 
a better one if he has the ability. (English han- 
dicappers, guessing how to handicap invaders 
from America, usually take an opposite course.) 
*Flamenco’s assigned weight is 128 pounds, equal 
top weight with the 6-year-old Ladfield, but Miss 
Merriment, given 126 pounds, is asked to concede 
a pound to each of them, sex allowance consid- 
ered. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE last week summarized brief- 
ly the racing career of *Flamenco, accounting for 
22 starts. Exchanges which arrived from Lon- 
don last week brought the record of his twenty- 
third start, in which he was unplaced. His race, 
however, was a splendid one. The event was the 
Portland Handicap Stakes, five furlongs and 152 
yards, at Doncaster September 12. *Flamenco, 
carrying 130 pounds, was fourth in a field of 23 
and was beaten less than a length for first money. 
Ahead of him in a hard-fought finish were Shal- 
fleet (1383), now called the fastest sprinter in 
England; Greenore (132), another top sprinter; 
and Sandra II, a 4-year-old filly carrying 113 
pounds. Morfair, formerly a leading sprinter in 
the United States, was among the score of horses 
which finished behind *Flamenco. 


TRAINER J. White’s license was suspended at 
Beulah Park September 24, for failure to report 
his horse in the paddock at the proper time.
